It is considered unsporting to 
shoot tractors while the farmer 
is riding on them. And, of 
course, it is considered danger- 
ous to shoot at farmers. They 
have a nasty habit of shooting 
back, and are crack shots. 


It is bad form to retrieve your 
own ducks, especially when 
shooting from a boat. Let the 
dog go after the duck, If you

KEEP SHOOTING A SAFE SPORT 


With the hunting season. upon us once again, 
I'd like to pass to Madoc hunters and hunters-to-be the 
following common sense points that appeared a while 
back in a telephone company safety journal. 


1. Never’ carry a loaded gun in an automobile, 
wagon, or other vehicle. Keep it in its case until 
you start hunting. 


2. Before shooting, look into the breech and make 
sure that the barrel or barrels are clear. 


3. Keep the safety lock on until just ready to shoot. 


4. Never pull a gun through a fence nor carry it over 
with you. Keep the muzzle pointed away from 
yourself and others. 


5. Never lay a loaded gun down in a boat. Never lift 
a gun from a boat by the barrel. 


6. Don’t set a loaded gun against a tree or a fence 
or leave it lying on the ground, Even a playful dog 
might cause it to be discharged. 


7. After a fall, or a climb, or after walking over 
ploughed ground, examine your gun to make sure 
the barrels are clear. 


8. Never shoot at objects indistinctly seen among 
trees or bushes; they might be human beings. 


9. Before shooting, make sure that no house, 
barn or other building js in the line of fire. 


10. Don’t leave your gun or shells near a stove, 4 
fireplace or other fire. 


One other point not covered but important is that it 
is never open season on telephone poles, conductors or 
cables. Taking pot shots at vital telephone installations 
not only shows a very great lack of maturity but 
endangers the life and property of people who depend on 
the telephone to bring them assistance in emergencies.

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PROSPECTS FOR THE 
1965 DEER HUNT 


er abana tn enna ence 


The fall season is rolling on; the 
leaves are turning colour, and are 
beginning to fall. A little over two 
weeks from now, many any ardent 


deer hunter will be looking over: his cent of the population. A change of 


hunting gear and contacting his fall 
deer hunting companions, Who will , 
be going up to the hunting camp this | 
year? Most of the gang -will be going, | 
but Joe’s not sure. The little woman 
has some chores around the house’ 
ehe wants done, and anyway she says 
Joe has enough meat around home 
without running off the bush to try 
to get more. As the opening day gets 
closer, many will be wondering what 
the prospects will be for the hunt 
this year. } 

No one can say what the hunting | 
quality will be until the season opens 
and the hunt is in progress. On the 
other hand, information collected by 
the Department of Lands and Foreats 
to date has shown some basic factors 
related to hunting quality. Many 
hunters have experienced the in- 
fluence of weather on hunting 
quality. Dry weather conditions make 
jt difficult for dogs to keep on the 
trail of a pursued deer, and the re- 
sulting hunter success goes down. 
The presence of snow on the ground 
qakes tracking easier, A light crust 
on top of the snow makes it easy to 
hear deer moving some distance 
away. A good hunt one year due lo 
very favourable weather conditions 
sometimes results in a poor hunt the 
following year.

Past land use practices, particularly 
in the forestry and agricultural in- 
dustries, have influenced our present 
deer populations. 

A proper interspersion of food and | 
cover is required for good deer 
populations. This has resulted in the 
past largely due to chance. Practical | 
management procedures are now 
being developed to reduce this at 
ment of chance. In order to determine 
the effect of management over long 
periods of time, information on 
winter. yarding conditions, hunting 
quality, and the age composition’ of 
the deer herd are collected annually 
to assess the results, Our only source 
of information for hunting quality 
and age composition is the hunter 
himself. This information is collected 
annually by contacting hunting par- 
ties to determine their succéss, and | 
by examining deer passing through 
deer check stations set up for this 
purpose,
